W ashington, Dec. 22.—The report of 
the com m ittee on privileges and elec­ 
tions in the Lorimor case was present­ 
ed to the senate by Mr. Burrows. 
It says th a t no testim ony was of­ 
fered during the investigation which 
would tend in the rem otest degree to 
implicate S en ato r Lorimor in any per­ 
sonal act of bribery or attem pted brl 
to ry or corrupt practices of any na 
tuie. 
The com m ittee, therefor©, finds that 
Lorim er's title to a seat in tic* senate 
has not been shown to be invalid by 
the use or em ploym ent of corrupt me 
thuds or practices, and asks to be dis­ 
charged from fu rth e r consideration of 
the case. 
A fter a full review of th e c h a r g e s 
against Lorim er and the testim ony in 
Hie case the com m ittee, assum ing that 
some votes were bought, discusses the 
question w hether a ••sufflclent n u m b e r 
were bribed to vote for S enator f i n ­ 
nier to render his election invalid." 
S -ye Election Was Valid.

point the com m ittee says: 
"Even if it should be conceded that 
four m em bers of the Illinois general 
assembly, before referred to, received 
money in consideration for their votes 
for Mr. Lorim *r, th ere are no facts or 
circum stam 'es from which It could lie 
found or legally inferred that any o th ­ 
er m em ber or m em bers of the said 
general assem bly were briber) to vote 
tor Mr. Lorimer. 
“T he m ajority for Senator Lo inter 


iii the joint assem bly was fourteen. 
Unb-sa, therefore, a sufficient num ber 
of th*'se votes were obtained by cor­ 
rupt m eans to deprive him of th is m a­ 
jority, Mr. Lorim er has a good title to 
the seat he occupies in the senate. 
‘i f it w ere adm itted that four of the 
m em bers of the general assem bly who 
voted for Mr. P r i m e r were bribed to 
do so. lie still had a m ajority of the 
votes cast in tile general assem b h and 
dis election was valid.” 
In relation to charges that a cor­ 
ruption tune! was used in the* Illinois 
legislature and that it was disbursed 
by one Robert E. Wilson, the refsirt 
says that th e re Is no evidence that 
it was used for the lien* fit of Mr.

Provisions For Retirement Under Civil 
Service In New Bill. 
W ashington, Dec. 22.—A retirem ent 
pension for governm ent em ployes un­ 
der the civil service Is provided for in 
a bill introduced In th e house by Rep­ 
resentative Goulden, of New York. 
The retirem en t feature is baaed on 
the average annual pay of the em ­ 
ployes for th e five years preceding re­ 
tirem ent. 
Alter 30 years of service, clerks mav 
retire*- at the age of sixty, with 50 pc* 
ce nt of the annual pay; a lte r 25 to 30 
years of service they may -retire at 
sixty-two, with 45 per cent of the an 
dual pay; after 20 to 25 years of aer 
vice* they m ay retire at sixty five, with 
40 per cent of the annual pay.

Sent as Part of Shipment of 


Turkeys. 


Montreal, Que. Dec. 22.—The body 
cf an old man. instead of a shipment 
of turkeys, was what met the aston­ 
ished gaze of Storeman James Single­ 
ton, of the Canada Cold Storage coin 
patly, when be opened a barrel. 
/ 
The storekeeper fainted from the 
■hock of his disc overy. Several barrels 
of turkeys had 
come from Ontario 
from some point on the Grand Trunk 
railway, yet unknown, aud arrived at 
Montreal on Dec. 2. 
The shipment was made, as many 
are. to the Grand Trunk railway It­ 
self. The railway company, finding that 
no one had api**ar«*d to clai 
th* fowl, 
tele phoned to James Dab 
e a pro­ 
duce merchant, to come* o\ 
a* i m ike 
an offer for the shipment of "extra 
freight,” as it is termed. 
In the meantime Storeman Single 
ton got the 
barrels into the open 
warehouse go that they could be exam­ 
ined. He opened one to see in what 
shape the* fowl was. As he ripped back 
the palier covering of the supposed 
fowl he uncovered the body of au old 
man doubled up in the barrel. 
The body was trussed by a cord 
which was tied around the nock and 
then ran to the knees, holding It in tile 
barrel. 
A hasty examination showed 
that there were no marks of violence 
on the body. 
At the morgue a superficial exami­ 
nation showed the body to be that of 
a man apparently seventy years old, 
white haired and with a heavy white 
beard. 
The body was dressed in a 
white shirt of linen, this being the 
only garment.

Flames, Raging In Colliery, Menace 


the Lives of 400 Other Miners In 


Adjoining Shaft. 


Bolton, England. Dec. 22.—An explo-* 
aion, followed 
by fir**, and 
causing I 
many fatalities, occurred in the Little 
Hulton colliery of the Huiton Colliery 1 
company, here soon after more than 
29U miners had gone below the surface 
to begin th** day's work. 
Ten bodies were 
recovered 
lying 
close t# th** mouth of the pit. In each 
rase death was due to asphyxiation. 
The tau- of about 280 men still en­ 
tombed, the e-xact number cannot be 
known, remains in doubt, but thoao 
who had been below in an effort to 
reach them expressed little hope that 
any more could be rescued alive. 
For a tim** the lives of 700 men were 
in jeopardy, as a mine communicating 
with the one in which the explosion 
occurred was also damaged by the 
shock, and it was some time before its 
400 occupants could be reached and 
Draught to toe surface. 


Lim bs Blown Off. 
One of the eight miners who escap­ 
ed said that th** force of the* explosion 
was such that the limbs of many were 
blown off 
The report was heard at points sev­ 
eral miles distant. Thousands of per- I 
sons from the surrounding country are 
still gathered at the pit head. The 
holiday garb of the city is already be­ 
ing replaced with emblems of mourn­ 
ing. 
The < aune and extent of the disas 
ter was in doubt for several hours, j 
The first rescuing party to reach the 
scene suc c eeded in br aging seven m**n 
and a boy lo safety and later recover- j 
ed the bodies of five victims who had 
no cham e ut est ape 
At the moment of 
the 
explosion 
flames spread 
through the affected 
pa.-sage and smoke and poisonous gas 
fumes filled the shaft. 
The plight of the miners was ren­ 
dered more desperate by a mishap to 
the machinery of the shafts, where 
the c ages ret used to move for a time, 
preventing a quick escape and inter­ 
fering with the ventilation. The rising 
gases were checked by obstructions 
and driven hack upon the entombed 
men Meantime the fire raged fiercely, 
and it is supposed that many w-ho 
were not killed by the noxious fumes 
were burned to death. 


No Hope For the Imprisoned. 
The resc liers were unable to go 
allect to th** spot where the miners 
were entombed, and there was some 
delay while they sought access to th# 
place through adjoining leads. 
A member of the resetting party 
who came up from the pit after twi­ 
light expressed the opinion that there 
wag practically no hope for the im­ 
prisoned ones The resellers succeeded 
in penetrating only 2<M* yards because 
of th** debris, which completely choked 
the passageway. They uncovered a 
number of bodies.

Police 
Believe 
Aged 


Man W as Killed as He Slept and 


Money Stolen. 


West Chester, Pa., Dec. 22.—Struck 
on the head with a hatchet while he 
w.ts asleep on a couch in the dining 
room of his house, Richard Mercer, 
seventy-one years old, a veteran of the 
Civil War, who resided at Grove, a 
hamlet four miles from here, was mur­ 
dered last Monday afternoon. 
Tile aged man had been killed with 
a hatchet, and the Implement, cov­ 
ered with blood, was found near the 
house. 
The murder was discovered Wednes­ 
day by a farmer named William B d l. 
Ho passed the home of Mercer and 
saw a loaf of bread on the porch. As 
the* bread was there Tuesday morning. 
Bell thought that something had hap 
I**nod to Mercer. He looked through 
a window of the house fac ing the road 
and saw the body lying on the sofa 
Then he summoned other farmers and 
the) entered the house to investigate. 
The veteran had been struck on the 
head with a hatchet 
while he was 
asleep. The walls of the house nc'-ar 
the couch were spattered w-ith blood 
and the hatc het was found In the rear 
of a small building near the home, 
which Mercer bad used as a cabinet 
shop. 
The motive for the murder is a ques­ 
tion to be determined by the police 
and other officials of Chester county. 
Nothing had apparently lieen disturb­ 
e r tint it is believed the murderer ob 
tain<-d a sum of money that was in the 
house. 
Tile police say they have a clue to 
the identity of the murderer. 
They 
suspect a tramp who jessed through 
Grove on Monday afternoon. It Is sup­ 
posed that he saw Mercer go out of tho 
bouse and that he entered the place 
and hid until Mercer had returned and 
had fallen asleep on the couch. 
Residents of Grove and the vicinity 
are agitated over the discovery, and 
heinie cif the farmers are already out 
searc hing through Chester county for 
a man who, it is thought, might know 
how Mercer died. 
Those- who found the body thought 
thai Mercer had died from natural 
c a u s e s. 
They lighted the lamp and 
then saw that the head was covered 
with blo o d . The wound was in the rear 
oi th* head, and it is said that Mer­ 
cer’s skull had been crushed. There 
was another wound in the- temple that 
lo o k ed as though a bullet may have 
penetrated the head. 
Without searching further, the farm­ 
ers ran to the nearest telephone and 
notified the police of West Chester. 
Then they returned to the house. 
A 
further examination showed that blood 
from the body had spurted upon tile 
wall near the spot where the couth 
hail been placed. 
The house had not been ransacked, 
but the sum of money that the veteran 
kept in the house is said to be miss 
ing.

FEEDING VALUE "GF OATS. 


A nalyse* of Straw and Grain M a d * by 
Federal Agricultural Department. 
The ail aly net* of oat straw abow that 
(Ilia roaglugc well deserves Its reputa* 
♦ Urn as the l**st of its class for feed* 


I n s t 
I i i protein and fat it is hillier in 
feeding vuiue than wheat, barley or 
rye straw, 
while ta cartiohydratcs 
iluMc is little different*, 
round for 
pod nu in its natural condition it la also 
materially bettor than corn stover on 
account of the greater moisture con* 
teat of the latter, but the dry matter 
in corn stover is rather richer in food 
constituents than t lint in out straw. 
Oat hay is shown to be slightly infe­ 
rior to barley hay in feeding value, but 
it ranks higher than timothy hay in 
protein and fat and In consequence is 
a slightly better feed. 
Hay 
made 
from tile bearded varieties of barley is 
sometimes not readily eaten by stock 
♦ >n account of the beards, 
Tile waste 
thus occasioned makes oat hay fully 
as valuable ton for ton as hay mud© 
from bearded barley. 
Hats cut green for feeding contain 
less water than either corn or rye. The 
superiority of oats over rye for soiling 
is particularly noticeable, as tho oats 
are much higher in total food value, 
tureen oats compare quite favorably 
pound for pound with green clover. 
The feeding value of any article de­ 
pends not only on lls chemical compo­ 
sition, but on tin* digestibility of tim 
matter It contains. 
It may eontnln a 
very high proportion of valuable food 
material, but part of this material may 
be in such form that animals are not 
able to digest it.

In carbohy- 
■ Orates, tin* cheapest portion of tile 
I food. oats a rr considerably lower than 
any of tin* other grains. 
Oat straw 
ranks much higher in digestible pro 
teiu and fat than the straw* from any 
of the other grains and nearly as high 
in carbohydrates. 
It contains less pro­ 
tein than corn stover, but more o f the 
other food constituents. 
Oat hay is 
higher than timothy hay in ail the dl 
gestible nutrients.
